vessel' in' which it is sent, for the Daciti formerly belonged to tho Ham- 
burg-American lino but, having been recently purchased by mi American 
citizen ami placed under American registration, is now ongiiKcd in the 
Amerinan merchant marine service. 
If England carries out its declared 


purpose,, the. Dacia will be seized as a war prize and if the attitude ot 
our administration is clearly understood, the seizure will be contested 
and the whole affair ivill be tried out in some tribunal governed by the 
rules of common law.

About-10 days ago a fire was dis- 


covered in jhe same barn by neigh-

blazo. before any serious damage was 
done. Only the rear of the nuiomoblle 
and a small part of the. barn floor was 
burned. The fire was discovered about 
11 o'clock at night.

not catch flre though the occupants 
had removed furniture fearing

no one had rightfully been Inside the 
barn for several flays, It being used 
mostly to store goods.

barn and started the (Ire. by smoking.

There was nil increase 
lit the percentage of non-fatal Injuries 
ot nearly 7 jjcr cent, and an Increase 
in the percentage of fatal injuries of 
28 per cent, during the past year. 


In tlie texlilo industries. 14.C2S non- 


fatal Injuries were reported, and 
aC 


fatal Injuries, uud statistics compiled 
by the industrial accident bo.ird show 
that the textile industry Is the secoml 
dangerous 'in the state surpassed only 
in point of danger to thei.workers by 
the Iron.anil steel -.industry. 


The annual payroll for manufacture 


Ing establishments.of the state is giv- 
en as $450,000,000 and the cost of em- 
ployes' insurance, based on-that pay- 
roll .averages 1 per cent. 
The value 


of the manufactured products of these 
establishments is SUCSS,728,363, and the 


amount of wages paid Is $351,599,706. 


Insurance companies have "paid out 


In benefits to.Injured employes elnce 
the workingmen's 
compensation 
act 


became effective tha -«u:n of $3,976,902 
o£ which $J,677,380 was paid during 
the first year and tlie balance, $2.S99,-

"During the year, there were 85,- 


963 non-fatal and 60S fatal Injuries,"

non-fatal and 474 fatal cases during 
the preceding year. The sex distribu- 
tion of the injuries shows that 87,876 
men and 8087 women were hurt and 
602 men and six women killed. 
The 


Increase in the percentage of acci- 
dents to the number of employes Is 
alarmingly high and is undoubtedly 
due to the failure of employers to take 
greater interest In the safety work 
which the industrial accident board* Is 
fostering. 


"A greater percentage of employes 


are covered by insurance than former- 
s', 87 per cent, of those filing reports 
of non-fatal Injuries with the hoard 
stating that they were Insured More 
than 60.000 municipal and state- em- 
ployes have been covered under 
the 


statute during the past year. About 
500,000 employes are now Insured In 
Massachusetts. 


The aggregate number of days lost 
as a result of industrial accidents dur- 
ing the past year was 1,187,737 This 
sum, added to the days lost during 
the first year of the law. makes a total 
of 2,351,524-days, or about 7850 work- 
Ing . years, as a. result of industrial 
injuries In Massachusetts'slnce the act 
went into effect.. Taking the'days lost 
as a. basis, an army of 3992 employes 
were constantly 
disabled 
for a full 


year. 
The wage loss as a result of 


this disablement last year was $3,- 
t72,440, an increase of J207.215 over 
the past, year, .or an additional loss of 
5700 daily."

lnt« the lawn of the land In which they 
are doing business. 
There Is nothing 


In the Sherman law which 
prohibits 


•price-fixing, pools and trade combina- 
tions of American purchasers in sell- 
ing goods for delivery abroad. 
"It may be best," 
continued Mr. 


Saunders, "for those who doubt this 
interpretation of the law to bring a 
test case rather than expect congress 
to pais permissive 
legislation. 
The 


term 'foreign commerce' which Is.used 
in th« Sherman law Is evidently in- 
lended to apply to importations and 
not csportalfons, for both are Involved 
in the broad term 'foreign commerce.' 


"Apart from legal opinion it would 


seem plain that the government of the 
United States has no authority in the 
matter of sales made for delivery to 
foreign countries. It is not within Ha 
province to regulate them, as the 
concern and control of the government 
of any country are limited to its own 
territory. Two men' located in Italy to 
promote the sale 
of American-made 


tools have a perfect right to get to- 
gether and fix prices and 
terms 
so 


long as they do not violate the laws 
of the country in which they are do- 
Ing business. N'or is it necessary for 
competitors to be located at the foi- 
eign point of delivery, since so long 
as the proof exists that delivery ,ls 
made outside of the 
limits 
of 
the 


United States It seems plainly within 
the-province of anyone to 
cooperate 


to the fullest extent in 
negotiating 
sales. Price-fixing Is not in'itself 'im- 
moral- nor 
Is a monopol" 
immoral. 


They are both wrong when they are 
unfair or aro contrary to the public 
welfare or when they are construed as 
unlawful acts, and In this case unlaw- 
ful acts ar« such only as are unfair 
or are contrary to the public welfare.

Editor Sun: 


Dear Sir: 
It was wllh surprise that 
members of the tire prevention com- 
mittee of the board of trade read the 
recent Interview 
with 
the commis- 
sioner of the department of fire pro- 
tection and water worlcs. 
In view of 
the success of motor apparatus in New 
York, Boston, Springfield, Lynn 
and 
other cities, it seems strange to hear 
the head of a flre department criticise 
any movement looking to the increase 
of such apparatus in his department. 


N'o one wishes the insurance com- 
panies to "dictate" to this city, but 
the committee- realizes 
that 
certain 
conditions found by experts must be 
corrected or an Increase 
rates Is 
jound to conic. 
Insurance rales are 
based on an average of tlie entire 
country and can only bo maintained 
at their present level or reduced by 
a iialton-wldo figlit against tho flre 
danger. 
Tills Is the work of the na- 
tional board of flre underwriters. 
While the committee holds no brief 
for the insurance companies and the 
members are fully as desirous as the 
commissioner or lower rates, yet -It 
will be admlued that rates must bs 
high enough to cover tho losses. Sell- 
ing fire insurance is a business prop- 
osition and cannot be conducted from 
year to year at a loss. If the Amer- 
ican people wjll not learn to prevent 
unnecessary tires or provido proper 
means for the extinguishment of sncli 
as occur, they must expect high ratca 
of insurance. 
With a property losi 
of $200,000 yearly in Lowell it 'is not 
necessary lo point to tlie Salem con- 
flagration lo find tho reason for high 
rates in this city or of the danger of 
higher ones: parlicularly as this is 
practically on about two-thirds of the

The peril to the city does

would not be so pressing today. Low- 
ell's danger is ill her congested tene- 
ment districts; fire breeders for the 
rest of the city. 
From the list of cities given which 
have suffered conflagrations the infer- 
ence is drawn that alt such flres have 
occurred in sea or lake board towns. 
In passing, attention might be called 
to Bangor. Me., with S6.000.000 loss, a 
city situated nearly as far from the 
ocean as Lowell. However, let us 'com- 
pare tha wind velocity of Boston with 
this city. In the former city the wind, 
during- the past 15 years, attained 
a 


velocity of 25 or more miles per hour 
about 74 days per year, while In tho 
latler, similar velocities were reached 
on an average 7a" times a year. There 
was practically no wind on the night 
of the great fire In Boston in '72 while 
tlie memorable Thanksgiving fire was 
fought in a rain storm. The Salem fire 
was a slow burning conflagration, tho 
wind being I.isht. South I-owell Is not 
peculiarly favored and only a spark, If 
not quickly quenched may cause 
Ibis 


spot to be but a heap of 
blackened 


ruins. 
Having at considerable length prov- 


en the desirability of a modern equip- 
ment, 
the 
question 
now 
naturally 


arises. Can the city of Lowell meet the 
expense? 
The answer is that the mo- 


tor apparatus will Iri a short lime pay 
its own cost.' 
The initial expense, at 
the outside to fully equip tho depart- 
ment with motor apparatus 
will riot 


exceed 5100.00P, 
and 
much 
of 
the 


present equipment may bo disposed of, 
thus further reducing Ihe 
first 
cost. 


There are In use al the present time 
over 50 horses, several of which arc 
unfit for service and which must be 
replaced during the coming year if 
motor apparatus is not purchased. The 
average expense for feeding, shoeing, 
etc.. will amount lo 
about 
}3CO for 


each horse or a yearly cost of $15,000. 
In addition Is the cost of sundries, as 
blankets, brushes and medicines, he- 
side the harness expense, a large Item 
In ils-elf. 
Add to this the cost of re- 


pairing stables, healing large houses 
and the total maintenance expense di- 
rectly chargeable lo horse drawn ap- 
paratus will mount lo many thousands 
of 
dollars. If 
motor 
apparatus 
is 


purchased it will be possible to close 
at least one house and at the same 
time furnish belter flre protection to 
the district. A steamer may rcspomf 
to but one alarm in a week but it has 
cost more Itia-n S15 just to 
feed 
tho 


horses on the days that 
the wheels 
were not turned. With a pumrins en- 
gine the expense would not begin un 
til the ponj struck and 
then would 


not exceed a few cents unless tlie en- 
gine worked for a considerable length 
of lime.

duty are reeded. If motor apparatus Is 
installed the services of the drivers ol 
the hose cars and ladder trucks will 
be available, while the' engineers of 
Ihe pumping engines will also act 
chauffeurs.

an added expense to the taxpayers.
